WAsiiiNaTON, Oct. 23.— The bureau of 

statistics of the state department has 
just published a volume entitled "Money 
and Prices in Foreign Countries," being 
a series of reports upon the currency sys- 
tem of various nations in their relation to 
the'prices of commoditiea and wages of 
labor. This work has been in prepara- 
tion for months iiiist. On July 25 last, 
Secretary OlnevKunt an indentical letter 
of instruction to all United States 
diplomatic and consular oIlicerH, 
calling for explicit information on 
the subjects embraced under the general 
head above stated. They were instructed 
to tell of the stimditrd of values in tlieir 
reSDcclive countries, " Whether a gold 
unit or silver unit, or what is generally 
known as the double or limping stand- 
ard " ; the amount of money in circula- 
tion per capita, the proportion of gold, 
silver and paper and the amount of re- 
serves, the practical effect of recent 
cbani^es in " financial ayatems, the 
pjiactical efl'ect of existing ayatems 
on manufacturing industries and rates of 
labor, whether they have been stimulat- 
ed and increased or not, the value of 
agrictiltural exports and the minting 
practised. The reviews were to cover 
the ten year peried between 1880 and 
ISDG, and the figures were to be official 
wherever popsibie. The result of this is 
a volume of 2.")4 pages in wJiich each 
country is read in detail. Annexed is a 
summary of the findings prepared by 
Frederic Emery, chief of the bureau, 
lie says : Two important facta seem to 
be established, viz. ; 

1. There haa been a general decline in 
pric£aof commodities, especially in cer- 
tain raw products, throughout the 
worm. It is claimed on the one hand 
that'tiiis decline is due to the scarcity of 
money-,- and on the other hand that it is 
to be' attribated tourogress in invention 
and increased production, both of raw 
and manufactured materials, causing 
keener competition, with the inevitable 
accompaniment "of lower prices. It 
will be noted that in Mexico 
prii^'OB have been steadier for articles 
which could be most profitably exported 
for gold, and tliat sharp Ihietuations, 
duo to the local scarcity of products, have 
occyrred in such articles as wheat and 
corn, in which the prices have been gen- 
erally downward in the markets of the 
world. 

2. There has been a general advance 
in wages, especially marked in the lead- 
ing countries, all of which have either a 
aingle gold atandard or a double atand- 
ard with a gold reserve. 

These statements are aupported by a 
abort table, which ia annexed, showing 
the following facts : 

Great Britain — single gold standard — 
shows a geiienil decline in ])rices of nine 
per cent, and an advance in wages, ex- 
cept farm wages, which are lower. 

Belgium— double standard —shows a 
decline in jjrices, but no change in 
wages. 

France — double standard — a decline in 
])rice.'!, except in beet sugar; and a slow 
but regular advance in wages. 

Germany— single gold— a decline in 
cereals, pork and certain raw products ; 
an increase in beef and many liuea of 
manufactured goods, with a general ad- 
vance in wages. 

Austria— iroUl, I i mi ted silver— a general 
decline in iirioes, and an advance in 
wages. 

Italy — double standard — a general de- 
cline in prices, and an ailvance in wages. 

Mexico — nominally double, actual 
silver — no change as to food products 
notexported ; unskilled labor unchanged, 
and an advance in skilled labor.

London, Oct. 23. — Tlie newspapera 
continue printing iadiRnant comm<:i>tfl 
on the alleged Chineae kidnapping case. 
Tlie Globe tbia alternopn says; "The 
' cte'dpeat'reBentineiit would befelt against 
any government which permitted an 
outrage upon a n\a.n who bus come to 
London for protection to go unredressed. 
The Cliinese eiubasEiy must understand 
that puMic opinion will not allow legal 
fiction to abrogate pioteotion;" 

The Marquis of Saliebury baa demand- 
ed the immediate release of Sun Yatsen, 
the Chinese, phyaician, said to be a Brit- 
ish Bubjeut, who was, according to the 
statement of his friends, kidnapped 
while passing the Chinese legation here 
and held prisoner on the charge of hav- 
ing been engaged in a conspiracy to 
overthrow the Manchu dynasty. 

The Marquis of Salisburv this morn- 
ing read a number of affidavits in tlie 
case, and immediately sent a strongly 
worded letter to the Chinese envoy, 
pointing out tliat the method adopted 
by the legation for arresting Sun Yat- 
sen was distinctly not needed, as tlie 
courts were open to Chinese otticials to 
obtain any criminal or other legal 
process. His Lordsliip also said he 
could not fail to point oat that the fact 
savored of unfrieadliuess, aa a seeming 
violation of the right of asylum which 
England was committed to fay every tra- 
dition. 

The Premier expressed the belief that 
the envoy would immediately release 
the prisoner and avoid further unplea- 
santness. Later la tbe day Sir Haliday 
McArtney, cousellor for tbe Chinese 
legation, 'called at tbe foreign office and 
said Sun Yatsen would be released with 
out prejudice to the rights of the lega 
tion, which were involved. In accord 
ance witli the statement of Sir Haliday 
McArtney, Sun Yatsen was released at 5 
o'clock this afternoon. 

Dr. James Cantlie, who brought tbe 
case to the notice of the autliorities here, 
said in an interview to-day that ho knew 
Sun Yatsen intimately in Hongkong 
during the year 1887. He adds: "The 
Chinaman came to London on hia advice 
to pursue medical study, as he was in 
trouble with the Ohinese government." 
Br. Oantlie saw Sun Yatsen in Hono- 
lulu last March and saw bim daily here 
Continuing, Dr. Oantlie said: " I re- 
ceived information on the 17th that Sun 
Yatsen was a prisoner and about to be 
sent to China, where he would be be 
lieaded." 

Detectives have formed a complete 
cordon around the Chinese legation 
Kvery door and window is watched and 
they have been ordered to seize San Yat 
sen and release him if he is brought out. 
It is said that the Ohinese government 
learned in November last that there ex 
isted a conspiracy to seize the viceroy of 
Canton as the lirst step to the overthrow 
of the Manchu dynasty. 

Later — An inspector of police and 
Sun Yatsen's friend, Dr. Cantlie, who 
first raised tbe q^uestion of the China- 
man's imprisonment, went to tbe Ohi- 
nese legation at 4 :30 this afternoon with 
a letter from the Foreign Office, and not 
long afterwards tlioy emerged from a 
side door with Snn Yats«ii, entered a 
cab and drove to the Foreign Oflice, 
when Sun Yatsen made a formal state 
ment of his case. Hia release was wit 
iiessed hy a large crowd of people. A 
representative of the ABsociated Press 
was informed this afternoon that in 
official circlofi the detention of Sun Yat- 
sen at the Chineae legation is regarded 
as a " monstrous abuse of the privileges 
of the legation, which could not be toler- 
ated for a moment." 

After his release Sun Yatsen, in an in- 
terview, denied that be entered the Clii- 
nese legation of his own accord, as 
claimed by the Ohinese officials. Ho 
said he was passing the legation, wliich 
at the time he did not know as the Chi- 
nese official headquarters, in London, 
when he met a Chinaman with whom he 
got into conversation. Tiie stranger in 
the course of a chat with Sun Yatsen 
said that he also came from Canton, and 
walking along they soon met another Chi- 
nese, who it appears emerged from the 
legation and was introduced to Sun Yat- 
sen by the first Chinaman, who, it de- 
velops, was tbe interpreter of the Chi- 
nese legation, and who is named Tang. 
After talking a little tbe party was joined 
byanotlier Chinaman, and Tang there- 
upon left. 

Continuing Sun Yatsen said : " We 
then returned and, passing the legation, 
tbe two remaining Chinamen asked me 
to enter. Before I could reply they 
puslied mo inside the door and 
alamiued it behind me. Once in- 
side the building f was forced up 
stairs to tho fourth story hy mycompan- 
ions, who were big men, and locked me 
up in a room. Almost immediately 
afterwards a gentleman (described as be- 
ing Sir Halliday McArtney) entered and 
said: 'Yon are in China now.' Ho 
asked me if my name was Sun Wen, and 
I acquiesced, be said he arrested me on 
information received from tbe Ohinese 
minister at Washington, -wboliad cabled 
the Chinese legation here that Sun Won 
was on board tbe MajeBtic." 

"The next day,"- continued Sun Wen, 
for tliat appears to be his name, " Tang 
appeared and said : Everything is set- 
tled, we will gag and bind you and carry 
you at niglit on lioard a ship we have 
chartered, probably a Glen liner, as Mc- 



Artnev is a friend of the company. We 
cannot smuggle you away, we can kill 
you as this is Ouina, meaning tbe lega- 
tion." 

Sun M'^en further stated in reply to 
questions that he was provided with 
food when ho.asked for it, and it seems 
that his friends succeeded in communi- 
cating with him through the English 
servants of the legation by means of 
notes hidden among the coals. 



EEIilEVED HIS CONSCIENCE. 

A Stowaway Now Comfortably Situated; in 
Alaska Remits the Cost of His 
'.Transportation, . 

San Fkancisco, Oct. 23.— Many years 
ago Ernest Newberg, a young man now 
comfortably situated at Unga, in Alaska, 
was compelled to make three box car 
relays in a trip from Chicago to this city. 
The thought that he had not paid for his 
transportation and that the railroad 
companies might be needing the money, 
BO preyed on the conscience of Mr. New- 
berg that he now comes forward and 
squares up old accounts. He has just 
sent three drafts on the Alaska Commer- 
cial Co. for $10 each to the Central Paci- 
fic Union Pacific and Burlington roads, 
and tho magnates are lUarveting greatly. 

They do not remember Ernest, nor 
did they know that tbe young man had 
stolen some rides; but tho money went 
into tlie coirera juat tiie same. Tho pay- 
ment of the if'SO which lifted such a load 
from Mr. Xewberg's conscience came in 
letters from l;iij;a, Alaska, dated Sep- 
tember 2, 1890. The drafts were all on 
the Alaska Commercial Company and 
signed by Otto W. Clarkson, the com- 
pany's agent at T7nga> One of tbe let- 
ters addressed to the Central Pacific at 
Ocden reads : 

"Central Pacific Railroad, Ogden, 
Utah — Sirs: Inclosed please to find 
draft on the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany for $10, an amount due the com- 
pany for a box car ride taken through 
necessity some years ago by a stowaway 
boy, who believes he can alTord to pay 
now. Eespcct'fully yours,

Vancouvku, Oct. 2.';.~GuB. Milton, of 
Kingston, Ont., left liere for the North 
four months afio on a logging exjiedition 
No _ inforDiiition was received of liin 
until to-duv, when the poatmaster 
of Hernando Island sent to Van- 
couver the following messenge lErom the 
dead, found by him in a bottle 
tightly corlted on the beach at Stag Bay, 
B.O. : 

•'July 10th, 1890,— Have no chance, 
as I Bee, to escape death by drowning, 
and should thie get to theeyes of anyone 
communicate to my parents. About 
swamped. Good-bye all. 

"Guy Milton, Kingston, Ont." 
Still furthiT down the paper, it reads: 
"I have .struck the tide rips; yood-byo 
to all who know me. Good-bye; tiio 
water is coming." Circumstantial evi- 
dence points to the conclusion that this 
is not a ghastly hoax as so many similar 
bottled messages prove to be. 

A peat mortem on the remains of 
Sarah Eosendahl, sujiposed to have com- 
mitted suicide disclosed the fact that 
the surgical instrument used in procur 
ing a premature birth had been passci 
through and lodged in the intestines. 
This has aroused the suspicion that the 
deceased was a victim of malpractice 
and that the body was designedly placed 
where it was found in Vancouver har- 
bor. A medical examination further 
disclosed that there was no need of sur- 
gical assistance, everything being in its 
normal condition. At the coroner's in- 
quest a certificate was produced signed 
by the Chief Rabbi, of New York, to the 
efifect that the deceased was divorced 
from, Moses David Cohen, Aug. 3, 1895.

• THE POOR AND THE RICH. 

A General Rise From Poverty to Comfort 
During the Last Thirty Years. 

(From tho Atlantic Monthly.) 
But if the time is ever to come when 
tho poor and the rich are to bo perma- 
nently arrayed against each other at the 
polls, it is not yet come; for we have not 
passed out of the period when the poor 
of to-day become the rich of to-morrow. 
•Although it assumes the guise of the 
Bupremest danger, the present agitation 
out to turn out, as it seems likely to 
turn out to be a farce; no other fact is 
so conspicuous in our recent history as 
the very rapid increase in thenumtfer of 
well-to-do. 

If wo roughly divide the population 
into the poor, the well-to-do and the 
rich, and could determine the iimjljer 
in each class at any two given jtiriods, 
say in 1870 and 18',)(), we should see that, 
while there has been a large absolute 
and small com])arative increase alike in 
the number of tho rich and in the num- 
ber of tho i)oor, there baa been an enor- 
mous increase, both absolute and re- 
lative, in tho number of well-to-do. 

Never since industrial society was or- 
ganized has there been such a general 
rise from poverty to comfort as there 
baa been in the United States during the 
last thiity years. There is no more 
fallacious doctrine than that the rich are 
becoming richer and the poor i)oorer. 
The truth is that tho lift from poverty to 
plenty has so engaged oui- thouglils that 
wo have coino too near to forgetting that 
other thinua than material well-being 
are needful to make a great'people, and 
we are now paying one of the penalties 
of this forgotfnlnees. 



Mr. C. Wentworth Sarel, who has 
been for a number of years a resident in 
Alaska, lias come to Victoria for the 
purpose of spending the winter in this 
mild climate. From qiiite aii extensive 
knowledge of the Yukon country, a great 
part of which ho has travelled over, Mr. 
Sarel is of opinion that the Stickeen 
river route is the most practicable one 
for taking supplies into the Yukon coun- 
try. The route by way of the mouth of 
the Yukon, besides being a much greater 
distance from Victoria, is not ' so 
good, for by the Stickeen river 
supiilies can be shioped in 
fully six weeks or two months earlier in 
the spring. The Takoii route he de- 
scribes as im])racticable for large quan- 
tities of sui)plies, and of the remaining 
routes be says that that by the Stickeen 
river and Telegraph creek offers the best 
advantages. Vessels can run up the 
Stickeen IGU miles to the head 
of navigation ; from tiiere the 
coimtry, which is mostly rolling 
land, oQ'ers very few engineering 
obstacles for a good wagon road or a light 
railway toTeslin lake, which empties into 
tho Yukon river below the rapids, 
by way of tho Hootalinka. There is no 
difficulty to the navigation of steamers 
on Teslin lake and a better chance would 
be given by that route of opening up a 
vast, amount of mining country in the 
Yukon that is not now being worked be- 
caneo of the didiculty of getting in sup- 
plies. The Yukon trade is, Mr. Sarel 
says, well worth a big etlbrt to secure, as 
it amounts to a great many thousand 
dollars in ajyear. The Stickeen route 
would be vastly advantageous to British 
Columbia as compared with the St. 
Michael's route, as being comparatively 
near Victoria frequent trips could be m&de 
by freight steamers from this port and 
the supplies could be stored at Teslin 
Itike for the openingof navigation on the 
river in the spring. The road from the 
Stickeen river to Teslin lake would be 
open all winter as there is not much snow, 
and better comnuniication than at pres- 
ent would result in many more people 
going into tho country that at present,.

AN nrPORTANT ADMISSION. 

We are pleaaeii .to see that the Times 
has felt itself under the obligation to 
admit that "the Ottawa correspondent 
was in error in stating tliat the suspect 
had been recovering from the small- 
pox " and that " no charge has ever 
been made against Dr. Duncan of turn- 
ing loose a patient."

This is pre- 
cisely what the accusation of the cor- 
respondent of tlio Globe and the reporter 
of the Ottawa Daily .lournal, and 
the charge that was made in the 
Vancouver World by its Ottawa corres- 
pondent, amount to ; for what is a per- 
son recovering from the smallpox but a 
patient? 

Our contemporary exhibits either de- 
plorable ignorance or a siilteful spirit 
when it says: "If to release a putiont 
recoveri.ig from amallpox would make a 
man liable to severe punishment, the 
CoLOKisT will of course admit that to re- 
lease one who had infection in his 
clothes and might possibly transmit it to 
hundreds of others at the polls would 
render the culprit liable to dismissal at 
least." The Coi.oxi.sT cannot make any 
sucli athiiission, for it knows that 
the city health law gives the 
medical health officer power to 
-dismiss or release suspects at bis dis' 
cretion after their clothes and their per- 
sons have been disinfected. This the 
Times knows as well as we do, and it 
shows a disposition to trump u]) a case 
against Dr. Duncan when it insists that 
the release of a suspect after disinfection 
is an oiTence. The law does not make it 
an offence, neither does the medical pro- 
fession so regard it. 

It is significant that Dr. Duncan's eno 
mies dare not He so outrageously in Vic- 
toria as they do in Ottawa.

TIIK CA y[FA lUN F ED UOA TI ON 

People who take an interest in the 
election campaign now going on in the 
United St;ites are compelled to think or 
to try to think. It is not_ a fight be 
tween men, to be decided by aboating 
" McKinley for ever ! " or "Hurrah for 
Bryan!" Neither is it a contest be- 
tween parties where all that the election 
worker has to do is to appeal to the 
l)arty loyalty of his hearers aud to re- 
peat, with more or less energy, the old 
party shiljboleths. Men go for very lit- 
tie in this election, and parties for even 
less. The stump orator must talk sense, 
or what passes for sense, or he will not 
get a hearing. He is under the neces- 
sity of diacuBsing what have been 
hitherto considered dry and diflicult 
Buljjects. }lo must treat his hearers 
to a lecture on political economy or a 
dissertation on finance. He must talk 
to the people about the nature of money 
and explain to them what constitutes 
valu^. Of course some who try to do 
this soon get beyond tlieir depth and 
talk great nonsense, but there are others 
who have discovered the art of clothing 
absurd propositions in language that 
sounds learned, and of coming to un- 
sound and /inconsequential conclusions 
by % metliod that has the appearance of 
being logical. 
Then again there are others who hare, 



the faculty of presenting e. difficult sub- 
■ject-i& a : simple form and of solving 
the knottiest problems in such 
a way as to be understood 
by those who are altogether unused to 
hard thinking. Ex-President Harrison 
is one of the men who can discuss a dif- 
jjcult subject before a popular audience 
without even appearing to reason. For 
instance! in trying to convince his audi- 
ence that there are things beyond the 
power of government, he said : 

This Government is a great and strong 
Government, but it cannot fix the value 
of evorytiiing. If you want to know 
what anything ie worth, you must go to 
the market to find out. The statutes 
may declare tliat a bushel of oats is of 
the same value as a bushel of wheat, but 
that does not make it so. 

If General Harrison talked learnedly to 
his hearers for an hour and quoted a 
dozen authorities whose dicta are not 
questioned by the learned, ho could not 
have given his hearers a clearer idea of 
what he meant, or done more to- 
wards convincing them that he was right, 
than he did Dy the few simi)le 
words we have (luoted, illuminated 
by a familiar illustration, the aptness of 
which the dullest could see at a glance. 
It is only a man of great power of intel- 
lect and who is complete master of his 
subject that can do this. It is far easier 
to mystify an audience by a cloud of 
words of learned length and thundering 
sound, usually misnamed elocjuence, 
than to instruct them and curry convic- 
tion to their minds in the apparently 
simple way practised by General Harri- 
son. It is unfortunate that there are so 
many who would ratlier have their ears 
tickled by smooth phrases and pretty 
figures 01 speech than to have their store 
of inforuiation increased and their minds 
strengtliened by gouiid instruction pre- 
sented clearly and siiajjly. 

But after all the campaign in which 
the electors try to learn something and 
in which their leaders are compelled to 
make the attempt to teach what is ne- 
cessary for a self-governing people to 
know, is far 'uetter for tiie country in 
every way tlian a contest in which no- 
thing more edifying or brain stimulating 
is heard from the platform than " Fol- 
low your leader " ; "Be loyal to your 
jiarty." The intellectual impetus given 
to the people of the United States since 
the beginning of the present campaign 
will be felt for months, perhaps years, 
after it is over. 



war against Capital. Before capital can 
be suppressed a law must be enacted and 
enforced making it a crime for men to 
save money, because capital is nothing 
more than the accumulated sav- 
ings of the people. There are little 
ISryans in our own country who de- 
claim against capital as if it were the 
enemy of the workingman. These men 
are as shallow as they are mischievous. 
Labor without capital is like a work- 
man wiihbuc tools. It can do very lit- 
tle. Wliat is the great want of our own 
Province at the present moment? It is 
capital. Capital is needed to get the 
gold, silver and other metals out of the 
rocks and mountains in which they lie 
hidden. British Columbia laborers re- 
quire capital to develop. the fisheries, to 
clear the land, to establish manufactures 
suited to the condition of the country. 
If there was capital enough in the Prov- 
ince to do the work that there is for it 
to do there would be employment for 
everyone able and willing to labor; and 
Labor here, as it does elsewhere, would 
get the lion's share of it. Bryan talked 
like the unscrupulous politician he is 
when he tried to make his hearers be- 
lievethat the issue in the United States 
is the issue of Capital against Labor. 



A PESTILENT POLITICIAN. 

Mr. Bryan in one of his sjieeches 
quoted, with approval, the following 
fc^entences from a book written by Thur- 
lowWeed: 

"We are stigmatized as silver infla- 
tionists for asking the government to re- 
estuijlish a linancial basis under which 
the country and people were prosperous 
and happy for more than eight years. 
This question, stripped of sophistry and 
verbiage, presents a naked issue of capi- 
tal against labor." 

Itis well that Mr. Bryan made that 
confession, for if he had not there would 
be many of his followers and admirers 
who could not be made to Ijelicve that 
he is the leader of a crusade against 
capital. There are, we have no doubt, 
thousands of the believers in free coin- 
age who do not hold that capital is an- 
tagonistic to labor. They know that it 
is not, but that it is labor's best friend 
and moat effective helper. 

And what, after all, is " ca])ital?" It 
is the savings of the ])eople. The fifty 
dollars or so wiiich a prudent lad saves 
out of his wages and deposits in a sav- 
ings back is just as much capital as tlie 
hundreds of thousands whicii the rich 
man has at his disposal. The savings 
of tlie working man and the insurance 
money on which the widow exi)cctB to 
live and raise her family res])ectably 
are capital. 

The aggregate of the savings of people 
who are not called rich, who are not 
millionaireaor "Shylocks," amount to an 
immense sum, and by far the greater 
part of it is used in the establisliment 
and niiiintenance of i)roductive works 
which give eui|)loyineiit to labor. liven 
in this Dominion, which, as a nation, is 
counted poor, the amount of the depos- 
its in the Government Savings Banks 
amount to $-14,150,000. But this is not 
all the savings of the working classes — 
all the capital they have been able to 
accumulate — for in it are not included the 
deposits in the special savings banks, 
tiie Building and Loan Companies sav- 
ings branches, nor the Savings Banks of 
the Chartered Banks. In Great Britain 
the amount on deposit in the Savings 
Banks aggregates the immense Eurn of 
^fry.)?, 827,400. The Savings Banks of 
France have intrusted to them $730, 241,- 
878 of the money of the people, who are 
far from being bloated capitalists or 
plutocrats. The deposits in the Savings 
Banks of the United States aggregate 
the enormous sum of $1,786(396,663, 

This is all capital, and by far the 
greater part of it belongs to men and 
women wlio are in the ranks of Labor. Is 
Mr. Bryan the enemy of these capital- 
ists? J5y liis own account ho is engaged 
in a strug£!l» of . Labor against 
Capital, of course on the side 
of Labor. But when he comes 
to examine the forces, he will find them 
so intimately mixed that it will bo a 
matter of impoasiljility to separate them. 
He will find even in this Dominion an 
army of 15K,000 among the capitalists of 
the savings ba:i!:.s, and in his own coun- 
try the army of siuall capitalists must 
be a host , natn.bering millions. What 
folly it is,' then; 'eybn from this point of 
view, for men . who boast . thai they .are 
on the Bide of Labor to talk: of waging

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The case of the Castles, who have been 
conunitted for trial in London for shop- 
lifting, ahowB how prompt and impar- 
tial the administration of law is in Eng- 
land compared with its administration 
in the United States. The Castles are 
rich and they are influential in their 
own country. Persons in their circum- 
stances accused of such a crime in any 
city of the United States, an American 
paper says, would not he detained a 
single hour. The ofiicers of the law, 
from the judge to the constable, would 
be shocked to see persons of their station 
in society and their wealth treated 
as common criminals. They would 
be all eager to find means to 
aet them at liberty if any over-zealous 
officer of the law had been so inconsider- 
ate as to arrest them. As to their being 
brought to trial and punished, our Ameri- 
can contemporary scouts the idea. The 
comparison made by the American jour- 
nal places the administration of justice 
in the States in a very unfavorable light. 
It tacitly admits that in the Great Re- 
public there is one law for the rich and 
another for the poor ; consequently its 
admiration of the impartiality of 
British justice seems to be unbounded.

Tenders Bein? Cnlled for the Repair of the 
Sealing Scliooiier " Geneva." 

The serious leak in the sealer Geneva 
since her collision with the rock off the 
Kaintschatkan coast can be attributed 
to a much more serious cause than a 
mere hole in her bottom. The injuries 
the schooner sustained show the close 
call the vessel had. The schooner is now 
on Tnrpel's ways and tenders are being 
called for her repairs. These will mean 
a new keel, a new shoe and new hanp;^ 
ing knees, stripping, re-coppering and 
re-caulking, It was througD_ the ter 
rible straining the vessel received that 
she leaked, the force of the Jar being in a 
manner described when it is stated that 
twenty feet oi her hardwood keel was 
demolished. But the Geneva is not the 
only craft on Turpel'a ways that will 
afford much work-. The tug Etta White 
is there too, requiring a new deck, re- 
caulkiiig, re-coi)pering anil painting, a 
new rudder, shoe and false keel and her 
stern post fastened. Mr. Wm. Turpel, 
the owner and overseer of the yard, has 
no contracts on hand for building any- 
thing new at present. There are, how- 
ever, in prospect a few new steamers, 
one of which if built will be the si/.e of 
the well known Mystery now in port. 

JIA.U1NE NOTES.

fj UNA'S CURRENCY. 

Secretary Carlisle Denies That Li Hung 
Chang Stated That He Would Adopt 
Cold Standard. 

Ci.vci.NNATi, Oct. 23.— The statement 
carried from Washington in special dis- 
patches to the effect that Li Hung 
Chang while here had told Secretaiy 

Carlisle that China was to be placed on 
a gold basis, was repeated to the Secre- 
tary of tliG Treasury to-day by a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press. Mr. 
Carlisle at once said the statement was 
wrong. While he could not be expected 
to make public the matters confided to 
him by the Chinese premier during his 
visit to Washington, there was no im- 
propriety in saying that Li's conversa- 
tion about the affairs of China was all 
based on the assumption that the pre- 
sent financial system should not bo 
changed. Of course, under this state of 
affairs, he said, it could not have been 
possible that Li told the Secretary he 
would change the financial system of 
China from silver to gold.

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BOARD OF TRADE. 



1 esolntion Passed FaVorlngr t1li« 
Building of a Short LirixRail- 
waj^vto. JCootenay. . v • . 



Other Boards to Be Asked to Ay- 
point Delegates to Interview 
the Government. 



The quarterly meeting o£ the board of 
trade he!.d yesterday lasted for nearly 
three hoursi the tiine being almost alto- 
gether taken up in discussing Mr. G, 
Leiser's resolution respecting direct 
railway communication between the 
Coast and the Soutliern Kootenay coun- 
try. 

Mr. Leiaer having obtained permia 
siohto somewhat vary the wording of 
the resolution of which he liad given 
notice moved: 

" Whereas it is the intention of tho 
Dominion government to assist in the 
early construction of a railw^ from some 
Eastern point through the Orow's Neat 
Pass into Kootenay; and whereas it is of 
the greatest importance that a short and 
direct line should be built from Koote- 
nay to our seaboard, so as to enable the 
mercliiuitH of this coast to secure i)art of 
the extensive trade of Kooten.ay; 
and whereas such line of rail- 
way would extend thouah other 
very promising mining districts and at 
the same time connect with important 
agricultural districts of the ))rovince; 
and whereas the Vancouver board of trade 
has already passed a resolution to this 
effect: Therefore be it resMvedthat this 
board.jjn conjunction with the other 
:': boards^ttriiide of this province, rstrbhgly 
' nrge'upon the Dbininion^ahd Provincial 
governments the necessitv of giving suf- 
£cient aid to the building of an inde- 
pendent line from this coast to Kooten- 
ay; that the building of the line should 
be simultaneous with that of the line 
from the East to Kootenay ; that equit 
able regulations respecting freight and 
passenger rates be made a condition ])re- 
cedent to any line so assisted, and that 
the further condition be imposed of mak- 
ing a schedule of rates common to the 
four coast cities of B.O." 
, In 8upi)ort of his resolution Mr. Leiser 
■ said that if Victoria wished to retain her 
coriimercial position she should do some 
thing to get connection with other traus 
continental railway lines. The distance 
of this , route from the Coast to 
'Kootenay was about 300 miles and 
if the Dominion government would 
aid the building of a line through the 
Crow's Neat Pass, the least thing they 
could do would be to give British Col- 
umbia an indeoendent line from the 
coast to connect with that line. The 
cost of the line would be, he thought, 
about ^0,000,000. He would suggest that 
the resolution pass, and that the citi- 
zens of the cities of the province should 
generally take it up, instead of leaving 
the matter altogether in the hands of 
the boards of trade, and that delegates 
should be selected by the cities to meet 
together to see what could be done to 
forward the object of wliich he spoke. 
There were no difficulties in running a 
ferry from English Bluff to Sidney, and 
the railway coniiecting with Vancouver 
and Weitminster would traverse the 
southern valley of the Fraser to Pentic 
ton and there con nect wit h the Crow 'e Nest 
Pass line. This would enable the coast 
to get a share of the interior trade. 
"With a bonus from tlie Dominion gov 
ernment it was likely tliat tlio Provin 
cial government would take the matter 
up too and assist. (.Vpphiuse.) 

Aid. R. T. Williams had great pleasure 
in seconding the motion. That tho line 
would be a paying one was evident. The 
first 80 miles of it would be through the 
lower Fraser valley, the finest agricul- 
tural district in the province, and it bad 
been ii mystery to him that there had 
not been a line built through it before 
He had already brought the question bO' 
fore the city council and was sure that 
they were willing to do what was possi- 
ble to advance it. 

Dr. G. L. Jlilne, who followed, stated 
that the Burrard Inlet and Fraser Val 
ley railway, in which he ivas interested 
have been endeavoring to obtain an ex' 
tension of their charter so as to enable 
them to build to Penticton or Rossland 
from Chilliwac!" Th^y also controlled 
the charters for building on the south 
shore of the Fr.iser to salt water. Tlie 
application he had spoken of was already 
made. 

Mr. Leiser said this was tho first noti 
£cation he had had that Dr. Milne's 
company intended building into Koo 
tenay. 

Mr. S. Leiser remarked that this, too, 
was.the first he had heard of Dr. Jlilno's 
scheme. Ho had been interested, with 
Mr. Patterson, in trying to get railway 
communication with Jvootenay. A sur- 
vey party was now in the field, and the 
McLeans would bo in Vancouver on the 
25th to discuss the matter with the peo- 
ple there. His idea was to get the peo- 
ple of the province interested so that 
they would subscribe towards getting a 
road built, which the people of the prov 
ince would own. 

Mr. E. M. Johnson, while in favor of 
every railway in British Columbia for 

■ the public good, counselled that if Vic- 
toria joined with the Mainland }]eople 
in the building of this road a condition 
should be made that the Mainland peo 
pie would also support Victoria in bridg 
ing Seymour Narrows. The British Pa 
cific was the railway that would do Vic 
toria the most good. 

Mr. A. J. McLellan strongly support- 
ed tho resolution. AVhat N'ictoria want- 
ed was to get a part of ths ICooteiiay 
trade, and the shortest route jiossiblo to 
that district was the one which would do 
tlie most good. He predicted that the 
road would be one of the most paying 
business propositions in British Colum- 
bia, owing to the large volume of trade 

' to lie done. 

MrVThbs. Earle, M.P., was quite in 
accord jvith tho idea that direct railway 
communication would be of great benefit 
to Victoria, The great danger was that 
if the road fell into private liands they 
would regulate the rates. Consequently 
care must be taken that when tho road 
was built the province Hhoiild regulate 
the rates. 

Mr. Alex. McCaudlesa spoke of the 
growing importance of the Ivootenay 
country and of the necessity of tlie buai- 
nesB men of the province working to- 

f 'ether m harmony for a direct route to 
bftt district in order to secure the trade, 
rroper safeguards must be taken to see 



that the rates were not exorbitant. 
Before endorsf.tion was given to any 
scheme, howe'yer, it should be well con- 
siderediSj v ■ 

Sir. Beininont Boggs was of opinion 
that on'd of the conditions should be that 
Victoria must have equal terminal fucili- 
ties ',vith the othorciiiea of the province. 

Mr. L. Crease also spoke in favor of 
the resolution. 

Major Du|)ont remarked that the 
Crow's Nest railway from the East was 
certain to be built, as the merchants of 
Quebec and Ontario saw the value 
of the Kootenay trade and would 
pree.s to have * that road built. 
What British Columbia ought to 
do therefore was to use this as a lever 
to get the Dominion to assist in having 
the line built to the coast. 

Mr, E. V. Bodwell agreed that the 
Crow's Nest Pose road would surely be 
built, but be claimed that the road to 
the coast ah6uld\be under government 
control. Unless a' road were Duilt to the 
Coast the Kootenay trade would go to 
the F:aat. He favored a provincial road ; 
and Mr. Scaife who followed supported 
this. 

The President, after requesting Mr. 
Leiser to take the chair, spoke briefly in 
favor of the resolution. It was certain 
that the Crow's Nest Pass railway would 
be built, as Eastern Canada was 
alive to the importance of tlie 
Kootenay trade. It therefore be- 
came the people of British Columbia 
to see tliat the trade of the rich Koote- 
nay country was not all taken to the 
East and to bestir themselves to have a 
direct line tO the coast. Such a road 
would be bound to pay and he was in 
favor of the government taking an active 
part in having it built. He thought that 
the money could be raised at a very low 
rate by the government and that the 
government should control it and oper- 
ate the line for tho benefit of the prov- 
ince. 

Hon. Mr. Prior could not doubt that 
the only feasible way was for the pro- 
vincial government to build the road. 
Help should be asked from the Domin- 
ion government too. 

Mr. A. C. Flumerfelt also spoke in 
favor of the road ; and after some further 
diflcussiou Mr. Leiser's motion was put 
and unanimously carried. 

Mr. Flumerfelt then moved sec- 
onded by Mr. li. M. Johnson: 

"That in view of the imperative ne- 
cessity for a railway from the coast to 
the Kootenay country it is desirable that 
the provincial government build, equip 
and control the said railway, pledging 
the credit of the province to that end, 
and that the coast cities be made com- 
mon points, and that this Board of Trade 
ask the other Provincial Boards of Trade 
to each appoint two delegates to meet 
and confer with the provincial govern- 
ment on this subject without delay." 

This also was carried unanimously. 

Mr. T. C. Sorby presented to the 
board two dozen copies of the proposed 
harbor improvement scheme, which he 
lioped would meet with their approval. 
The communication was referred to the 
council of the board. 

The amendment to the by-laws moved 
by Mr. W.H. Bone, to appoint the audi- 
tors at the annual meetings instead:Qf at 
the April quarterly meetings, was car- 
ried, and after electing ' Mesisrs.Wm. 
Chalioner, "VV. A. Ward and 0. A. Holland 
memttera of the board the meeting ad- 
journed subject to the call of the chair.

NkwYoijk, Oct. 23.— The stock mar- 
ket conditions were unfavorable to the 
"bulls" to-day. The- market was ac- 
tive and aggressively strong, with an ex- 
cellent distribution of dealings. Lon- 
don quotations came higher, and early 
in the local operations a scarcity of 
stocks became evident. The covering of 
the "shorts" was a strong feature.

It is understood that 
the strength of the market in the fac^ 
of firmer exchange rates and the ad 
vance in the Bank of England rate have 
been due to adroit manipulation against 
the "shorts " in various properties by 
powerful operators who are confident of 
material improvement in the market in 
the near future. The scope of these 
operations also takes in a foreign short 
interest in American securities estimat- 
ed at over 100,000 shares of various inter- 
nationals. This " short" intt^rust is the 
result of the eyBtem that jirevails in 
London of selling " calls " on American 
securities for 60 or 00 days. The calls 
at present outstanding have to a large 
extent, been bought by American opera- 
tors who are now squeezing the" shorts." 
The slocks have to be bought against the 
" calls," which expire by the end of 
December. The close was steady at 
fractional net improvements generally.

SOME CURIOUS DOCTKINBS. 

Tarte's Fecnllar Distinctions as to Taking 
Money Directly or Indirectly From 
a Contractor, 




[From tlio Toronto Mali and Empire ] 

The more the .^5,000 iifl'air is discussed 
by Mr. Tarte the more extraordinary do 
the circumstances appear to be. So far 
as the discussion of the " affair " has 
(fone, the facta are these : Mr. Whelan 
built the Quebec court house. He had 
as a contractor for the then local govern- 
ment been a contributor to the Liberal 
campaign funds. In the witness box, 
or in an interview, he said he had 

fiven as much as $07,000 to the party, 
t was from him that Mr. Mc- 
Shane, one of the leading lights, drew 
:f3,000 in a hinip sum for an election — 
Mr. McShane being at tliattiine a mem- 
ber of tlie local administration. The 
story of the McShane exploit is sug- 
gestive. Mr, Whelan happened to look 
in at .McShane's office. "You are juat 
the man I want," said the Jliniatcr. i management 
•' I want *3,000." Mr. Whelan parried 
the demand aa well as he could, but 
finally had to yield up $1,000 more than 
was asked in the first instance, namely 
^(3,000 in fifty dollar bills. 

Mr. Whelan was a mine of wealth to 
the party. When he came to settle up 
for the court bouse work $140,000 was 
Btill due. For this sum the government 
made provision in the estimates. Ernest 
Pacaud, according to statements given 
by himself and others, appears to have 
informed Mr. Whelan that the vote in 
the house might be delayed through ob- 
struction by the Conaervative opposition, 
and to have suggested to him the neoea- 
fiity of Hiiuaring the party. Mr. Israel 
Tarte, although ivorking at that time 
on the Conservative side, met Pacaud, 
the Liberal manager, and went to Mr. 
Taillon, the Conservative leader, to ftak 
him what he proposed to tic with respect 
■to the vote. Mr. Taillon asserted tliat, 
as it was an award, he intended to let it 
go through. Then Messrs. Tarte and 
Pacaud met again, and Pacaud gave 
Mr. Tarte the handsome sum of $5,000. 
The fact that money bad been paid 
came out in the course of a law suit. 
But there it was declared that the sura 
taken from Mr. Whelan by Pacaud was 

!flO,OOU. 

Pacaud excused himself by asserting 
that the $10,000 was necessary to (juiet 
the Conservative members of tho houee, 
and thtis to get the Whelan vote tlirougli. 
Tliis cast odium upon the Conservatives. 
While they repelled the iini)lied charge 
of bribery they nevertheless remained 
under the accusation. Finally it was 
hinted abroad that " an unknown " had 
received tiie money for the Conserva- 
tives, and then Mr. Tarte's name was 
mentioned by Mr. Pacaud in that con- 
nection. Mr. Tarte promptly denied 
that he had received $10,000, or that 
$10,000 had been eiven to the Conserva- 
tives to influence tliom. Hewasamazed 
that Pacaud could say anything of the 
kind. Here the case stood, 

It lias since been said that while Mr. 
Tarte did not receive $10,000 ho certainly 
did get .$5,000 from Mr. Pacaud. This 
he acknowledges. But lie says the 
money was not used or kept by himself. 
It was iimployed in the i)reparation of 
voters' lists. He further assei ta that ho 
had no idea the money came from 
Whelan. It was his supposition that 
other parties, leading Liberals, had 
bought up the V\ helan claim, and he 
felt that in taking the'-$5,000 from these 
people he wasldoing.a rather good thing 
in that he w^aa getting ' powder' from the 
■ «nemy. . , ,^ . 

The distinctions which Mr. Tarte 
<lraws are curious features of the case. 
In tlio tirst place the thing ia usauined 
to be jiistifiablo because Mr, Tarte sup- 
posed tlio money was coming not from 
Wiielaii, but from jjoliticiaiia who liacl 
bought up Whelan's claim. Whatdif-

topheles in a scenic and spoctneulnr version 
of "I'^uusl" would scarcely ho willing to 
credit tho stnteuient that Mr. Morrison is 
also an excellent light comedian. Such Is 
tho case, nevertheless, for in his earlier 
years on tho stage ho was assigned to every 
class of work, and it was this remarkable 
versatility tliat first caused tho prediction 
to bo mode that Morrison would somo day 
become one of the leading stars of tho 
American tlscatrical flnnameht. No one, 
howovor, had any Idcsa that it would bd In 
the role of Mephistophdes that he would 
win great fame and a greater fortuna 

All actors have faults which tliey Rcem 
never to bo able to entirely correct, nnd 
Morrison is no exception to tho rule. His 
one gi'cat fault is a tendency to overolab- 
orate details at tho expense of tho more 
important portions of his picture where he 
considers It sufllclent only to lay tho color 
on with a prodigal hand. This tendency Is 
more marked now than over, due, doubt- 
less, to tho i)laylng of iiractleally only one 
rolo for many years, a thing which every 
conscientious actor ought to endeavor to 
avoid if he have any rcgartl for hi.s after 
work. 

Mr. Jforrlson has had a most eventful 
life. In tho early days of his theatrical ca- 
reer, while ho was playing a coaploof new 
roles each week, John S. Clarke was 
among the first to appreciate his worth, 
and It was as loading man at tho old Wal- 
nut Street theater, Philadelphia, that ho 
gained much of the exporicnco and knowJ- 
cdgo of hisi)rofesHlon that has enabled him 
to reach his present pinnacle of fame. In 
fact, he was chilled from there to take lead- 
ing parts at tlu' Union !-<<juare theater, 
Xow York, and still l.-iter ajjpe.-ired under 
f LestiT Wallack. Dur- 
hiri lung c.ireer he has supported such 
eminent artists as McCuUough and liar- 
rett, .Salvini and Adelaide Neilsoii, and it 
was an olfer from Henry Irving for hini 
to play Slcphistopheles to tho lattcr's 
ITaust that led hliu into making a tour of 
America with a company of hisown in the 
samo attraction. His success w;is such as 
to cause him to repeat it, anil it is eviilriit 
from his wonderful impersonation of h 
Satanic majesty that ho is In the very zi 
nith of his powers as a tragedian. It is not 
generally known that Mr. Morrison served 
throughout tho late rebellion with distinc 
tlon, winning a captain's commission be 
fore he was 19 and bruvettcd » major bcf ore 
being mustered out. 

Mr. Morrison is dark, has hhiok, curly 
hair. Is about 5 feel I (I ' .Mnches in height 
and slight in build. w<'ighiiig alimU J KI 
Iionnds. He is Die emliodinu^nt of grace, i 
most fascinating <H)nversationalist, is gen 
crouH to a fault and is one of tho most de 
eLruble ac(iuaintJUices imaginable.

The President of the Uuited States 
Advocates the Necessity of 
Higher Education 



la a Country Governed by tlie Popu- 
Ifii; Wili-^iid Tlniversal 
Suffrage. 



Prinoeton, N.J., October 23.— The 
principal event of yesterday in connection 
with the sesqui-oenteanial anniversary 
day of Prinoeton was the address by 
President Cleveland, who said : 

" Mr.tr^sident, Ladies and tientle- 
men : As those in different occupations 
and with different training each see 
moat plainly in the same landscape view 
those features which are most nearly re- 
lated to their several habitual environ- 
ments, 80 in our contemplation of an 
event or an occasion each individual 
especially observes and appreciates, in 
the lifiht his thon|iht supi)lies, such of 
its features and incidents as are moat in 
harmony with hie mental situation. To- 
day, while all of us warmly share the 
general enthusiaam and felicitation 
which pervades this assemblage, its 
various suggestions and meanings 
assume prominence in our respec- 
tive fields of mental vision, de- 
pendent upon their relation to our 
experience in this condition. Those 
charged with the managementand direc- 
tion of the educational advantages of 
this noble institution moat plainly see, 
with.well-earned satisfaction, the proofs 
of its ;;rowth and usefulness and its en- 
hanced opportunities for doing good. 
The graduate of Princeton sees lirst the 
evidence of the greater glory and pres- 
tige that have come to liia iilma mater 
and the added honor thence reflected 
upon him; while those slill within her 
student halls see moat prominently the 
promise of the increased dignity which 
awaits their graduation from Princeton 
university. 

" But there are others here, not of the 
famdy of Princeton, who aee with 
interest not to be outdone, aigus of her 
triumphs in the flelda of higher 
education, and the part taken 
during her long and glorious 
eareer in the elevation and betterment 
of a great people. Among these I take 
humole place, and as I yield to the in- 
fluences "of this occaaion I cannot resist 
the train of thought which especially re- 
minds mo of the promise of national 
safety and the guarantee of permanent 
free institutions wliieh may and ought 
to r.tdiate from the universities and col- 
leges scattered throughout our land. 

" Obviously a government resting up- 
on the will and universal suffrage of a 
people haa no anchorage except in the 
people's intelligence, and while the ad- 
vantages of a collegiate education are by 
no means necessary to good citizenahip, 
yet the college gradtuite, found every- 
where, cannot smother his oppor- 
tunities to teach his fellow 
countrymen and influence them 
fort;ood,nor hide his talents in a nap- 
kin, without a recreancy to his trust. In 
a nation like our.';, charged with the care 
of numerous and widely varied interests, 
the spirit of conservatism that is toler- 
ated is absolutely essential. A collegiate 
trainii)i£, a study of principles unve.xed 
by distracting and misleading influences, 
and a correct apprehension of the theor- 
ies upon which our republic is estab- 
liahed, ought to constitute in a college 
graduate a constant monitor, a warning 
against popular raahneas and aucceaa. 

The character of our institutions and 
our national aelf-intereats require a feel- 
ing of sincere brotherhood, and a diapo- 
aition to unite in mutual endeavor 
should, pervade all our people. Our 
scheme of government, in its beginning, 
was based upon this aentinient, and its 
interruption haa never failed, and can 
never fail to griiivonsiy nieiiace our na- 
tional health. Wiio can better caution 
against passion and liitterncHS than those 
who know by thought and study their 
baneful conse([uences, and who are 
tlieiiiselvea within a noble brotherhood 
o; higher education; that there are nat- 
ural laws and economic truths which 
reiiuire. strict obediencb, and which 
should unalterably lis the bounda 
of wholesome popular discussion and 
the limits of political strife. The 
knowledge gained in our universities 
and colleges wonld be sadly deficient if 
its beneficiaries were unable to recog- 
nize and pointout to their fellow citizena 
those truths and natural laws, and to 
teach the mischievous futility of their 
non-observance or attempted violation. 

" The activity of our jieople, and their 
restless desire to gather to themselves 
especial benefits and advantages lead to 
the growth of an unconfesaeil tendency 
in regard to their government as a giver 
of ijrivate gifts ; and they look upon the 
agencie.'i for its adniinistratioii as tlie dis- 
tribution of official places and prefer- 
ment. Those who in the university or 
college have had an[opi)ortunity to study 
the mission of our inatitutiona, and who. 
in the light of history have learned the 
danger to people of their neclect of the 
patriotic care tney owe to the national 
life intrusted to their keeping, should be 
well fitted to constantly admonish their 
fellow-citizens that the usefulness and 
beneficence of our plan of government 
can only be jireserved throngli their un- 
sellish and loving support, and their 
contented willingness to accept in full 
return peace and protection, and the op- 
portunity which it impartially beatowa.

Annual Report of Governor ^lieak- 
ley on: the Prospects of the ; 
Territory. 



Mining Prospects— Sealing Begula- 
tions Have Failed to Fulfil 
Their Object. 



WAaiiiNGTON, Oct. 23.— James Sheak- 
ley, governor of Alaska, in his annual 
report to the secretary of the interior, 
says: "There is great encouragement 
in the outlook for Alaskan gold mines. 
During tlie year ending the first o{ this 
month $2,300,000 in gold bulion have 
been taken from the mines, the greater 
part being the product of low grade ores, 
much of which yielded less than ,^4 
per ton. Almost any low grade of 
gold ores now can be worked 
at a proflt there. Conlideuce 
in Alaaka as a gold producing country 
increases with the development of her 
resources. \ nuinber of gold bearing 
quart/, ledges and placer deposits have 
been discovered in the Sitka district and 
several are under development with 
gooil jirosiiects. The gold placers of tiie 
Yukon region continue to attract the at 
tention of gold miners and fortune seek 
era, but no rich discoveries have been 
reported there." 

Several wild reports, the (lovernor 
saya, have started rushesof several seek- 
ers to the Cook's Inlet goldlields during 
the summer, but only to meet disap- 
pointment and hardships, and the peo- 
ple are getting back out of the district. 
The Governor believes, however, that 
there are paying gold depoaita there 
The report makea a plea for the 
repeal of the preaent liquor pro- 
hibition law, which is demoralizing in 
its efl'cct and violated in every commu- 
nity, and urgea the enactment of a high 
license law, with suitable safeguards. 

On'the subject of further seal agree 
ment, the Governor says: "The con 
current regulations agreed upon by a 
majority of the tribunal of arbitra- 
tion for the protection of the 
fur seal in Behring Sea, have en 
tirely failed to aflbrd the intended 
protection or to prevent the destruction 
of these animals. Pelagic sealing in any 
way will result in the extermination of 
the entire race within a few yeara." The 
Governor deprecates the cost of the ex 
pensive and burdensome patrolling now 
necessary as exceeding all the profits of 
pelagic sealing, even if the latter were 
liarmleBS.

Cbnditioned on the Elections. 



General Trade Improving— Failures 
for the Week in U. S. and 
Canada. 



New YoiiK, Oct. 23.— R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s weekly review of trade says : "The 
event of the week has been the sensa 
tional advance of wheat to 83 cents for 
cash on Tuesday,' a rise of 5}.< cents, and 
its fall to 77 on Thursday, gaining L^u'on 
Friday. The rise was magnified by cov' 
ering by speculative sellers, who imagin 
ed that the advance had gone too far, 
but was at bottom baaed on an extraor- 
dinary foreign demand which has en 
gaged the grain veaaela from all Pacific 
as well as Atlantic poits, for months 
ahead. Ilowgreat the ahortageinordinary 
European sunplies may be is the jioint 
of doubt and speculation, but there is no 
ipieation that the shipment from the 
I'acilic coast to India and the decrease in 
the Russian yiidd are important, and 
the buying of enormous quantities for 
export, with the engagement of freight 
room at higher rates, express the belief 
of European dealers. Wheat exports 
from the Pacific coast are large with a 
large quantity engaged aliead for some 
time. The Atlantic exports were about 
1)00,000 bushels larger than last year for 
the week. They were in October 0,570, 213 
buahela, flour included, against 5,080,386 
last year. It it worthy of note that the 
Western roads tire complaining of a car 
famine, the demands for movement be- 
ing BO great, though the actual receipts

Corn moves largely and 
at lower prices, having declined a cent 
for the week. 

Cotton haa advanced a sixteenth, to 
eight cfents, with only moderate tranaac- 
tiona and heavy receipts from the plant- 
ations. The moat striking feuvure of the 
industrial returns ia the number of con- 
tracts conditioned upon the election. 
There are already enough to make buai- 
neaa rather lively for a time and many 
othera are pending which will probably 
be held back until November. The sale 
of material not only advances prices, but 
induces larger purchases of the flniahed 
products without conditions. In boots 
and ahoea this ia more noticeable than 
in other lines, and many orders which 
were held back for some weeks are be- 
ing place(l at an advance. 

The bifying of Bessemer pig iron at 
Pittsburg causes a alight advance and all 
the markets are strong for pig iron, but 
not for the finished products. Very low 
pricea are made for speedy delivery by 
mills wanting work, but the tone of the 
market ia better. There la a decided in- 
crease of orders in platea, about 3,000 
tons being for building vessels on the 
lakes, and in structural work at the 
Weat, owing to contracta taken at Chi- 
cago for buildinga at Boston, Toronto, 
Deti-oit and Miniieai)oliH. A reduction 
in nails is expected. A sale of about 
,'1,000,000 pounds was made of lake co])- 
per at 10,'n cents to domestic consumers. 

The failures for the week have been 
271 in the United States, against 231 last 
year, and 60 in Canada, against 38 for the 
same week last year.

VENEZUELAN QUESTION. 

Recent CAmmunlcattons Give Hope of a 
Speedy and Satisfactory Settle- 
ment. 

Washington, Oct. 23. — Itcanbestated 

positively that no notes or negotiations 
of any kind have passed between Secre- 
tary Olney and Lord Salishurj' since 
June 22 last in regard to Venezuela 
although reports to tlie contrary have 
appeared. The present negotiations will 
be resumed at the point where they were 
auapended at that date. Mr. Olney 'a 
final proposal of June 22 was that so far 
as Venezuela was concerned it should be 
embraced in a treaty of arbitration 
separate from the general treaty. He 
insisted, however', that the Venezuelan 
arbitration was a prerequisite to any 
general arbitration, and the arbitration 
should be final and embrace all the 
territory in dispute, settled aa well aa 
unsettled. Great Britain being strongly 
opposed to including the settled dis- 
tricts. In view of the statement by the 
foreign otlico that the proposals about to 
bo made give hope of a final settlement, 
it seems likely that Lord Salisbury's 
answer to Mr. Olney's propositions of 
June 22 will bo favorable or in the lino of 
compromising the differences in detail. 
The call of Sir Julian on Secretary Gluey 
to-day was one of courtesy to preaent his 
respects after arrival and the question of 
arbitration was not taken up, except 
that arrangementa waa made for a for- 
mal meeting at tlie earliest moment 
Mr. Olney might suggest.
